The 
answer may be plain upon its face, or it may be 
obtained by other means, but the manner in which 
that answer is arrived at must \fe shown, and that 
often requires some good, hard thinking. 
This 
training of the brain aids in the pursuit of other 
studies, and lays the foundation 
for that with 
which to meet the big problems of later life. 
Short cuts in business are all right in their way, 
but the man who uses them certainly should be 


able, if called upon, to take the longer way around 
and.be able to prove the accuracy of the answers
